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CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTY 
On September 17, the Con stitu tion of the Un it­ 
ed States was 148 y ears old. Observ ation of Con ­ 
stitu tion Day focu sed pu blic atten tion on that 
great docu men t — an d on the dan gers that are 
n ow besettin g it. 
It is n o ex aggeration to say that Con stitu tion al 
rights an d priv ileges are men aced — that political 
ex perimen tation with theories of alien origin are 
u su ally the direct an tithesis of the American 
scheme of gov ern men t — an d that man y of the 
politician s who pay lip serv ice to the Con stitu ­ 
tion in high-sou n din g speeches, are amon g the 
leaders of those who emascu late it. 
Some are u rgin g that a Con stitu tion al Amen d­ 
men t be passed whereby Con gress an d the Presi­ 
den t wou ld be giv en v astly broader powers than 
they n ow possess — in spite of the fact that su ch 
an amen dmen t wou ld v ery possibly make the Bill 
of Rights mean in gless. Others adv ocate a law 
depriv in g the Su preme Cou rt of its right to pass 
on the con stitu tion ality of legislation — ev en 
thou gh that wou ld elimin ate the prin cipal rea­ 
son for the v ery ex isten ce of the Cou rt, an d make 
it n o differen t from lower tribu n als. Still others 
are u rgin g n ew ju dicial “in terpretation s” of Con ­ 
stitu tion al prov ision s whereby the origin al mean ­ 
in g wou ld be warped. An d there are those who 
thin k it feasible to circu mv en t the Con stitu tion , 
by political chican ery whereby laws can be kept 
away from a Su preme Cou rt decision for a lon g 
period of time, u n til their u n con stitu tion al en ds 
hav e been attain ed. 
It is in ev itable that chan ges in the Con stitu tion 
will weaken it — that the protectin g arm it n ow 
holds ou t ov er hu man rights, property rights an d 
in div idu al liberties an d prerogativ es will be made 
less stron g. No docu men t has withstood the v icis­ 
situ des of a chan gin g cen tu ry an d a half so well 
— n on e has so completely achiev ed the pu rposes 
of free, democratic gov ern men t. The Con stitu - 


tion is the v ery sou l of America — withou t it, we 
wou ld be n o differen t from those other n ation s 
whose people are n ow feelin g the mailed fist of 
dictators, at the ex pen se of freedom of the press, 
freedom of action , freedom to liv e, thin k an d 
speak as on e wishes. 


EVENTS IN THE PRESS 
Scarcely a week passes bu t what there is a n ew 
mu rder my stery , a seriou s fire, a disastrou s wreck 
or some ou tstan din g adv en tu re that attracts n a­ 
tion -wide atten tion . Newspapers, of cou rse, giv e 
these stories promin en ce in their pu blication s 
becau se of the u n u su al an gle attached. They fea­ 
tu re the abn ormal rather than the n ormal. 
Bootleggin g, graft, scan dal, div orce, mu rder, 
bloodshed an d acciden ts are the daily men u s that 
the fron t page serv es its readers. 
After readin g the papers, man y people, espe­ 
cially the y ou n g, believ e that the world has gon e 
to perdition , when in reality it hasn ’t. 
When a man obey s the law an d atten ds to his 
own bu sin ess, he seldom sees his n ame in the pa­ 
per, u n less he performs some u n u su al serv ice or 
does somethin g ou t of the ordin ary . 
So it’s well to remember that the distressin g 
thin gs y ou read in the n ewspapers are the ex ­ 
ception rather than the ru le. Those thin gs appear 
there becau se y ou an d ev ery other reader wan t to 
kn ow abou t the u n u su al happen in gs an d n ot the 
ev ery day common place thin gs. 
Very few people look at the world throu gh their 
own ev es. They v iew the past throu gh the pages 
of history an d the presen t throu gh the n ewspaper 
fron t page. History omits most of the bad an d 
glorifies the good. The reserv e is tru e of the 
n ewspaper. 
The fact that crime, div orce an d corru ption are 
still ex ception al en ou gh to be n ews shou ld be en ­ 
cou ragemen t en ou gh to the stu den t of ou r charm ­ 
in g world.

Washin gton —The fu tility of a 
state dictatorship su ch as that of 
the late Hu ey Lon g in Lou isian a 
is on e of the prin cipal topics of 
con v ersation amon g politician s 
an d political observ ers arou n d 
Washin gton . 
An d the con clu sion u su ally ar­ 
riv ed at in su ch discu ssion s is the 
familiar, “I told y ou so.” 
The death of the Lou isian a 
“kin gfish” at the han ds of an 
assassin came in the n ear peak of 
his state dictatorial career an d 
his on e-man ru le left his lieu ­ 
ten an ts in con fu sion as to which, 
if an y in div idu al, cou ld carry on . 
Tight-bou n d as Lon g’s organ ­ 
ization was, bu ilt u p solidly from 
the grou n d ov er a period of some 
sev en y ears, he ru led it sin gle- 
han ded, for the most part con ­ 
trollin g it by “fav or or fear.” He 
made all decision s, distru stin g 
the in itiativ e of his su bordin ates. 
Becau se of the stru ctu re of his 
political machin e, the afterm ath 
of his death was ex pected by ob­ 
serv ers to fin d his lieu ten an ts di­ 
v ided faction ally in an effort to 
gain con trol. 


grou p of su bmerged major polit­ 
ical faction s, his fin al v ictory 
comin g in New Orlean s where he 
split wide open du rin g the past 
y ear the “old regu lar” organ iza­ 
tion which had domin ated the 
politics of Lou isian a’s prin cipal 
city for y ears. 


Foes ‘Decreased’ 
In his early y ears as gov ern or 
he kept a black-cov ered book 
listin g the political register of 
the state. In it was classified 
frien d an d foe. As the y ears 
passed the list of foes decreased 
to a grou p that was determin ed 
n ev er to deal with him or his or­ 
gan ization . 
His first state legislatu re, which 
impeached him, was a marked 
political con trast to his last 
which with hardly a v oice of op­ 
position , en acted all legislaton 
he dictated.

The death of Vern Norris re­ 
mov ed a v alu able citizen an d a 
man who as a boy was with his 
departed brother, a boy of mirth, 
merrimen t an d of the highkick- 
in g v ariety alway s at his best 
when fu n an d gay iety were at 
stake—ev ery thin g bu t 
qu arrel­ 
some or ill-n atu re—alway s good- 
n atu red an d giv en to pleasan try . 
As Vern was the high kicker, 
his brother, Oliv er C., was the 
high ju mper of the set. In play ­ 
in g baseball Ol was catcher an d 
it was a won der to see him catch 
wild balls. As a memorizer he 
was great an d often boasted that 
his memory cou ld beat his com­ 
position . 
The Red Men ’s hall was to be

W. J. Hen ley was born at Car­ 
thage, Oct. 15, 1864, the son of 
Thomas W. an d Han n ah C. (Wil­ 
liams) Hen ley , n ativ es of Green s­ 
boro, N. C. His an cestors were 
from N. C., where Thomas 
W., 
was born an d the birthplace of 
Elias Hen ley , father of Thomas 
W., who came to In dian a. 
W. J. Hen ley was of a man ly 
bu ild at an early age an d he 
showed the man hood character­ 
istic of his family . Ripley town ­ 
ship is the home of the Qu aker 
an d the Hen ley family was early 
n ativ es of Carthage an d Ripley 
town ship. Mr. Hen ley 
receiv ed 
his early edu cation in the schools 
of Carthage, gradu atin g with the 
class of 1881. He had. receiv ed 
a n a ppo intment a s ca det to the 


U. S. Nav al academy at An n apt 
lis bu t his paren ts, who wen 
Frien ds persu aded him to giv e u p 
the appoin tmen t. 
In 1881 he en tered the office of 
Joshu a H. Mellett at New Castle 
an d there stu died law for a y ear. 
In 1882-3 he tau ght school in 
Hen ry cou n ty an d in April 1883 
he became depu ty clerk of Ru sh 
cou n t., which position he held 
for a i ear. On the first day of 
Ju n e 1884 he formed a partn er­ 
ship with B. L. Smith

P. A. Hackle­ 
man . By her he had on e dau gh­ 
ter, Nellie T., born in Ru shv ille.

Later Mr. Hen ley formed a 
partn ership with Lot Gu ffin an d* 
in 1896 he was elected ju dge of 
the In dian a State Cou rt of Ap­ 
peals from the First district— 
the y ou n gest man ev er elected to 
that office. Serv in g eight y ears 
he resign ed after bein g elected 
to the third term an d accepted 
the position of presiden t an d 
gen eral cou n cil of the Chicago 
an d Western Railroad.

Co. H cou ld well afford to elect 
Will J. Hen ley an hon orary mem­ 
ber. On e word wou ld hav e spoiled 
it all bu t it was Ju dge Hen ley 
who spoke the word that cau sed 
Mou n t to sen d it to Ru sh in stead 
of Han cock an d Hen ley wore n o 
epau lettes ex cept as staff officer 
on Mou n t’s staff.

H av ana, Sept. 28 (¿P) — Resi­ 
dents of H av ana v erged on p a n­ 
ic today as the first effects of a 
hu rricane 
arriv ing

sou th were felt here. Increasing­ 
ly high winds and heav y rains 
swept the city . 
The storm first stru ck C am a­ 
gu ey prov ince, m ore tha n 300 
miles to the east. The b est in­ 
form ation av ailab le in H av ana 
placed its centers slightly west 
of S anta Cru z del Su r and east 
of Trinidad. 
The town of Ju caro was com ­ 
pletely ev acu ated. The gov ern­ 
m ent telegraph agent ab andoned 
his post there a t 3:00 a. m. as 
a 
precau tionary m easu re, the 
power com pany shu t off all lights 
and power in the cities of S anta 
C lara-and Cienfu egos. 
More tha n 1,5 00 refu gees from 
S anta Cru z del Su r and S anta 
M aria arriv ed in H av ana du ring 
the night on special trains from 
the sou th coast. 
These 
refu gees 
fled 
their 
hom es w ith little or no posses­ 
sions. They presented a pathetic 
pictu re as relief workers hou sed 
them in chu rches and hospitals. 
They had fled none too soon. 
A telephone operator left in the 
area said tha t a t 2:40 a. m. 
(E astern S tand ard Tim e), te r­ 
rific winds from the sou th had 
lashed the towns, w ith the heav y 
seas pou nding in rapidly .

Sol­ 
diers and police patrolled the 
streets, w hich were crowded w ith 
thou sands of persons seeking in­ 
form ation ab ou t the progress of 
the storm . 
S anitary crews were b eing or­ 
ganized here to go Info the 
stricken region.
